At' both Modder River and the Tugela 


the Boeis are said to be strengthening 
their forces and extending defense works 
which, in lioth cases, are seemingly al- 
most Impregnable. 


Dispatches from Chieveley indicate 


that General Buller's forces will re- 
mobilize at Frere before attempting-an- 
other advance. Doubtless he would be 
glad to retrieve the Colenso reverse be- 
fore the arrival of Lord Roberts; yet he 
is hardly likely to attempt 
another 


frontal attack. It is more likely that he 
is preparing to strike should the Boers 
make any offensive movement.

for the current week contains an article 
by Jacob G. Schurman. entitled "Our 
Duty to the Philippines." 
Following 


is an abstract: 


I do not believe that some who ad- 


vocate abandoning the Philippine Isl- 
ands realize ;ust what such a policy 
would mean. 
We have put our hands 


to the plov/, and we must finish the 
work. 
There we must stay and work 


out the problem before us. How long a 
period that may be I do not pretend to 
say. 
It will certainly be a number of 


years. 
But we must help the Filipinos 


until they are able to govern themselves 
and preserve order and civilization on 
their islands. 


We have learned a good deal about the 


islands and geography of the Orient as 
a result of the war with Spain and the 
Filipinos. 
We have 40 or 60 tribes to 


civilize, and seven or eight of these 
tribes have some 800,000 members each. 
On the island of Luzon there is one tribe 
of 1,500,000 people, who speak one lan- 
guage as totally distinct from the other 
languages as Spanish is from English. 
Another tribe on the same island, num- 
bering about 600,000, is as distinct from 
the others in language and character 
as they ars from the Spaniards them- 
selves. Then on the island of Mindanao 
ther* are many tribes that are entirely 
different from each other. 
In the Sulu 


archipelago we come to another class of 
natives. 
These are all Mohammedans, 


while in Luzon they ara all Catholio 
Christians. 


The priests have ruled in Luzon so 


long that their influence is widespread, 
and the natives know of no other form 
of Christianity. 
The Roman Catholic 


church has been established there for 
800 years, and the archipelago was really 
governed by the priests, and not by the 
Spanish civil or military commanders. 
We must credit the church with having 
done a great deal of goad work among 
the natives. 


Missionaries are needed on the Isl- 


and. 
They must realize that they are 


contending- with a Catholic-educated 
population that knows nothing about 
the fine differences between Protestant 
secte and denominations. 
I hope that

any other Europeans. 
This distrust 


of the white race is ona of the problems 
that will require years of labor to over- 
come. 
It must be dissipated by actual 


work; they must have ocular demon- 
stration that the word of the Americans 
can be relied upon. 


I regret that the Americans allowed 


the saloon to get a foothold on the isl- 
ands. 
That has hurt the Americans 


more than anything else, and the spec- 
tacle of Americans drunk awakens dis- 
gust in the Philippines. 
I have never 


seen a Filipino drunkard. 


In Manila, Iloilo and other cities of 


the islands, you will find educated Fil- 
ipinos, who are bright and pleasant to 
meet socially. 
It is a good thing that 


we have such a nucleus of education to j 
begin with. 
The great masses are ig- | 


norant, but they thirst for knowledge. 
AVith good American schools on the Isl- 
ands the leaven of general education 
will produce results for the masses that 
Will develop the race rapidly. 
| 


The belief of the bfst natives today 


IB that if ive leave the islands chaos will 
reign, and they do not want us to leave. 
They ask us to stay until our work ia 
finished, and we must stay, because 
they cannot do without us. 
Our stay- 


Ing is the only thing that will enable 
them to realize their best aspirations 
for freedom and self-government. 


But one thing I wish to emphasize 


more than auy other point that I have 
dwelt upon. 
We must make an honest 


civil service a permanent institution on 
the islands. 


The best man in the United States is 


none too good to go to the Philippines 
as governor general. 
He must mete out 


justice to all, and teach the Filipinos 
by his decisions and example that he Is 
their friend. 
By sending out such a 


man we will succeed, but if we send an 
ordinary political appointee we shall 
fail. 
I am confident that the right 


man will be sent, and then our ex- 
periment will be a national success.

Masses of pelargoniums flourish among 
tbe kloofs and valleys.

The Ceaini of Egypfc 


The statistics of the census taken lart 


June of what is called Egypt proper— that 
is, Egypt up to T?ady Haifa — have been 
classified elaborately by Bolnet Bey of tbe 
finance ministry. Tbo main results are as 
• follows: In 1846, under Mohammed Ali, 
the population was only estimated at 
4,500,000, the ceo Jus of 1888, which was a 
most imperfect one, showed over 6,750,000, 
and last; year's, which may be considered 
as fairly accurate as is practicable, indi- 
cates a total population of nearly 9,750,000. 
Of this total 50.8 per cent are males and 
49.3 per cent females. After deductions 
for women, children tinder 7 .years and 
Bodouis, It is calculated that IB per cent 
of the males can read and write, tbe re- 
mainder being entirely illiterate. The na- 
tive Egyptians number 0,008,000, to which 
must be added 40,000 originally from oth- 
er parts of the Ottoman empire and 674,- 
000 Bedouins. Of these last only 80,000 are 
really nomads, the remainder being styled 
semisedentary. Of foreign residents there 
are 11 3, 500, of whom the Greeks are the 
most numerous, with 88,000; then come 
tbe Italians, £4,500; British (including 
6,500 Maltese and 6,000 of the army of 
occupation), 19,500; French (including 
4,000 Algerians and Tunislani), 14,000; 
Austriana, 7,000; Rossiani, 1,400; Ger- 
mans, 1,300, and the remainder are divid- 
ed among ten different nationalities. The 
classification according to religion showg 
nearly 9,000,000 Moslems, 780,000 Chris- 
tians and 35,000 Israelites. Tbe Christiana 
include the Coptic' race, numbering about 
608,000, of whom only a very small pro- 
portion profess the Roman Catholio an4 
Protestant faiths. — London Times.

PILOT PROPHESIED DISASTER. 


Tbe Admiral Knew tbe Dancer to 


Men and Sbtp*, bat He Did Not Fal- 
ter—"Order tbe Olympla to tbe Head 
of tbe Line and Let tbe Squadron 
Proceed," Was III* Command. 
The story of Admiral Dewey's deci- 


sion to enter Manila bay the night be- 
fore the famous battle, when every 
channel was believed to be thoroughly 
mined, was recently published for the 
first time. 


The facts as given were related on 


board Dr. W. Seward Webb's private 
car Victory while tbe admiral and his 
party were making the run from New 
York to Moutpelier, Vt, to attend the 
celebration given the fighter by his 
own townspeople. The story was giv- 
en to the New York World by Admiral 
Dewey through a member of the party 
to whom it was told. 


It will be remembered that when 


war was declared, and even before, 
for tbat matter, the navy department 
believed the entrance to Manila bay to 
be filled with Spanish torpedoes. A 
few days before the declaration of war 
word was received at Washington from 
an authoritative source to the effect 
that the Spanish had secretly added to 
the toi-pedo field until they believed it 
would be impossible for the American 
fleet, then at Hongkong, to pass up the 
bay. 


The torpedoes were said to be of 


great power end were supposed to be 
operated from firing stations on either 
shore. The locations of the stations 
•were known to the Americans, but the 
points at which the torpedoes were 
moored were not. What little Informa- 
tion was in the possession of the navy 
department was forwarded to Admiral 
Dewey by cable, and he was left to 
make any further Investigation he 
deemed necessary. 


The admiral bad already been told 


that the approach to the harbor had 
been thoroughly mined and that it 
would be unsafe for him to attempt 
to enter it without firs'., cutting the 
•wires* or exploding che torpedoes. So 
•when the order came to smash Monti- 
jo's fleet Dewey was fully aware of 
the great danger he would run in at- 
tempting to force the harbor without 
first destroying the mines. If this sub- 
ject, which was troubling every cap- 
tain and patty officer in the fleet, was 
considered at any length by the ad- 
miral, he kept his own counsel, and not 
once during the voyage from Hong- 
bong did he bring the matter up for 
any extended discussion. It Is true 
that once or twice the matter was 
spoken of at the consultations held 
daily aboard the Olympia, and it was 
not long before the officers realized 
that the admiral had resolved to steam 
into the bay with little reference to 
the mines. 


It was about 4 o'clock on the morn- 


Ing on May 1 when the Spanish pilot, 
peering through the gloom from the 
bridge of the flagship, leveled his bi- 
noculars over the starboard bow and 
announced that the Olympla was dead 
off the entrance to the harbor. 
Below 


on the deck, silhouetted against the 
heavy swell of the sea, stood Admiral 
Dewey and Lieutenant Thomas Brum- 
by, his flag officer. 


All about was utter darkness. The 


lights had long ago been doused, and 
the hulls of the fighting ships could 
hardly be made out a stone's throw 
off. Brumby had just come down from 
the bridge and was giving his chief 
the Spanish pilot's Idea of the location 
of the mines. "He says that every 
channel Is filled with them," said Lieu- 
tenant Brumby. "He says that they 
are connected with firing stations on 
both shores and that to attempt to pass 
over them would mean certain destruc- 
tion, as a constant watch Is being kept 
for American warships." "Send the 
pilot here; I want to talk to him," said 
the admiral. 


It was painfully evident that the 


pilot believed every word he had spo- 
ken relative to the mines. He was ex- 
tremely nervous and repeated to the 
admiral what he. had already told to 
Brumby. When he had finished and 
returned to his post, Admiral Dewey 
paced the deck. He was thinking. Sev- 
eral facts confronted him. To get at 
the Spanish fleet and take It off Its 
guard he must enter the harbor and 
steam up the bay to Manila, 30 miles 
distant, before daylight. To' do this 
he must either destroy or pass over the 
Spanish mines. Should he attempt to 
destroy them he would lose valuable 
time and m'cht apprise ;the enemy of 
bis arrival. 


On the other hand, to attempt to pass 


over the mines meant the running of 
a great risk. If the mines were in the 
channel and the ships were sighted by 
the Spanish operators at the firing sta- 
tions, the first battleship In the line of 
advance would almost to a certainty be 
destroyed. 


For fully a minute the admiral paced 


the deck.

"More than 17 fathoms, isn't it,

STONE VS. CHASBt 


Alexander Stone wa« employed at 


the Sampson shoe factory until last 
Tueeday, when he waa discharged. 


Georgfe W. Chase of the C. T. Samp- 


son shoe company expected to be 
out ot town on election day and 
thought It would be a good plan to pair 
his vote with somebody. Mr. Chase in- 
tended to cast a vote for "Wilkinson, for 
mayor and. he Inquired In his factory 


« for a J»b80ni man. He was directed to 


) Mr. Stone and, finding Mr. Stone had 
Dotswn preferences, susgeeted to him 
that they pair votes^ Mr. Stone not to 
vote for Dobson, as Mr. Chaee needed 
to be out of town, would be out of town 
In all probability. Mr. Stona assented 
In a way to fully satisfy Mr. Chase 
and Mr. Chase waa out of town election 
day. On Mr. Chase's return he learned 
that Mr. Stone had voted. H« Inquired 
ol Mr. Stone if he had voted and Mr. 
Stone admitted that he had. Thereup- 
on Mr. Chase discharged Mr. Stone, de- 
ciaringr that he had no use for a man 
who would not keep his wo<rd. The 
defense that Mr. Stone offers Is that 
he did not think Mr. Chase was in 
earnest on the matter or pairing1. Mr. 
Stone haa spread the affair in print 
and talks of bringing' suit against Mr. 
Chase under the laws protecting vot- 
ers to their franchise rights. 


The incident has been seized upon, by 


those who, armed with a microscope, 
are In search of proof of their extrava- 
gant charges ot intimidation and cor- 
ruptlon. And the way in which they 
nurse this affair shows to what ex- 
tremes they needs must put themselves 
to find a crumb of after-ejection evi- 
dence to sustain the insane assertions 
they made in their heart before their 
vaporingB were rebuked by a very de- 
cisive plurality on election day. 


"We believe Mr. Chase acted unwisely 


in the whole matter. If it waa abso- 
lutely necessary for him to be out of 
the city he should have gone and let 
the voting1 go, and when he returned 
and found Mr. Stone had not kept the 
agreement as he understood it was to 
be kept he should not have discharged 
him. We can very well understand 
Mr. Chase's Indignation at being duped 
aa he believed, but he should have 
considered the effect that the discharge 
of the man would have upon the public 
mind; He knows that there are men 
hungry for Just mich instances to 
prove, for political purposes solely, that 
a man's soul is not hia own in North 
Adams. There is no city In New Eng- 
land so afflicted in. this respect aa 
North Adams. For this reason we eay 
that Mr. Chase should have pocketed 
his indignation and not have given the 
opportunity they wanted to the Indus- 
trioue distorters of truth. 


We concede most freely to Mr. Stone 


his right to vote for Mr. Baboon or any- 
body else and we concede to him all 
there is in hia defense that he did not 
know Mr. Chase waa In earnest. 
But 


we go no farther. 
Wo- most forcibly 


object to this incident being twisted 
into a case of intimidation, or Into a 
case of a man losing his job because 
he dared to vote for Dobson. Mr. Chase 
did not discharge Mr. Stome because 
he was a Dobson man; he discharged 
him for an alleged breach of faith. 
When Mr. Chase offered to pair with 
Mr. Stone ha conceded to Mr. Stone by 
that very act the right to hold a politi- 
cal view opposite to his, and it waa on 
the basis of acknowledging this right, 
and on this basis only, that the plan 
of pairing waa suggested or could have 
been suggested. Had Mr. Chase want- 
ed to discharge Mr. Dobson because he 
waa a Dobsxm man there waa no need 
of him being1 so long about It, It could 
have been done much sooner. Anoth- 
er thing, we do not doubt that there 
are yet employed In the Sampson fac- 
tory \g good Dobeon men aa Mr. Stone 
ever thought of being.

Mr. Chase la worse than childish. There 
la absolutely no ground for one. Mr. 
Chase 1» under the impression that he 
made an agreement with Mr. Stone 
v hfch, Mr. Stone failed to keep, conse-

The Boston and Albany lease has 


been adopted by the Boston and Albany 
stockholders and the lease now goes to 
the legislature for ratification.

TALKS IN BOSTON ON TRUST PROBLEM 


Monopolies Compel the United States to Become a 


Servitor. Usurpation of Transportation 


Department of Country

Boston, Dec. 28.—The attorney general 


of Ohio, Fr»d S. Monnett of Cincinnati, 
last evening spoke before that progres- 
sive Institution, the Twentieth Century 
club, on the trust problem as it presents 
itself in Ohio. The formal title of his 
address was 'Abdication of Sovereign-* 
ty." 


Mr. Monnett spoke in no uncertain 


terms about the pon ers of the Standard 
Oil trust 
Ho showed that this corpora- 


tion's strength was acquired through 
freight rate discriminations. Attorney 
General Monnett has conducted several 
suits against the Standard Oil trust, and 
his fearless attitude toward this giant 
corporation is well known in Ohio. 


His remarks were temperate through- 


out. 
He impressed his hearers as beir.g 


thoroughly familiar with the problems 
growing out of tiusts. His address fol- 
lows in part: 


The speaker began by saying: "I 


,want to demonstrate to you that the most 
potent weapon of oppression is that club 
that we, as sovereign people., hand over 
to certain favored Inteiests, and they in 
turn, having thus seized the mace of 
governmental authority, pervert it to 
their own use and for their own self 
aggrandizement in deSance of the rights 
of the great majority of individuals or 
citizens composi-j such sovereignty." 


He then gave several illustrations of 


the power vested in private ownership 
and the possibility that that power 
might be applied disastrously to any in- 
terest involving public welfare, were It 
not for the fact that by reserving tha 
right of eminent domain, the government 
acquires original authority by virtue of 
sovereignty to control and regulate, even 
to the exte^J of appropriating any in- 
dividual property for the public benefit 
as the nubhc safety, necessity, con- 
venience or welfare may demand. 


The speaker then discussed at some 


length the application of the principle 
of eminent domain as «3pphed to trans- 
portation facilities, quoting from, court 
records the decisions of eminent Jurists 
in cases in point 
Continuing, he said: 


"I maintain that if by a great aggre- 


gation of capital a pipeline company may 
ramify all the oil fields with its symtem 
and connect with the ttiftnufacturing 
centers, which it in turn so controls as 
to prevent all competition and Is enabled 
to destroy all competitors, then the state 
and federal government for the good of 
the common man and the common wel- 
fare, has the power and right, and It Is 
Its duty to interfere. 


"So, likewise, when one giant cornora- 


tion may establish a system of tank cars 
and erect tank stations, and having so 
combined with the railroad companies 
as to get an unfair rate by virtue of their 
owning their own tank cars and tank 
stations, that the state has a right under 
Its police regulations to protect tha 
common man and the man of smaller 
means from such abuse and usurpation 
of the transportation department. 


"I believe that I can safely assert that 


very little injury has ever been done 
through the accumulation of capital in 
the manufacturing business, or In other 
producing departments, BO long as the 
competitors had an equal chance through 
tha markSts at the transportation de- 
partments. 


"It Is the millions that have been made 


from the favoritism obtained through 
the governmental grants as recognized 
in the transportation department as 
above illustrated that are disarranging 
the great commercial and economic con- 
ditions of today. The $600,000,000 owned 
by a little coterie of the Standard Oil 
magnates, the $1,000,000,000 controlled In 
the iron, coal, copper and other Indus- 
tries by a limited number of capitalists 
represent the fruits of this illegal abuse 
of the governmental functions."

The speaker then took up at length 


evidence to show the arrogance of 
monopolies, especially of the Standard 
Oil company. He also described the legal 
actlona which he, as attorney general, 
had brought against the Standard OH 
company of Ohio. 


"We I%ave," he continued, "In this, the 


close of the 19th century, a spectacle of 
grants of corporate power, creatures of 
the state, more powerful than the 
creator, subverting the legislature, de- 
laying judicial proceedings, defying 
courts, or, In other words, treating the 
United States and the state of Ohio aa 
they have treated the railroads; com- 
pelling servitude on the part of the state, 
rather than the state retaining Iti 
Bovereignty over its creatures. It Is as 
complete an abdication of sovereignty, 
BO far as this octopus is concerned, as 
any of a sovereign in history. 


"Their attack upon every public of- 


ficial who dares to lift his finger or 
exercise his office as against their en- 
croachments may be bitter and may de- 
stroy that individual, but let another 
step forward and fill the gap. Step for- 
ward, march on, shoulder to shoulder, 
and recover our lost powers; aesert the 
sovereignty of the state over its crea- 
tures, if necessary even by revoking the 
charters and conducting- the transpor- 
tation department by the state itself."

He had shipped as "boy" on a cat- 
tle steamer for Europe because he 
wanted to save as much as possible on 
his transportation, and—but the rest of 
the story sounds better In his own 
words: 


"About 4:30 in the morning I was 


awakened and told to go to work. I 
hastily dressed, for the first and last 
time on boar*d, for during the rest of 
the voyage 1 took care not to undress. 
It seemed scarcely worth while. I ar- 
rived on deck and found the steward 
waiting for me. He showed me into 
the pantry, introduced me to 'Pants,1 
as the pantryman was called, and told 
me that my chief dutj during the voy- 
age would be to wash dishes. 


"There was already a large pile of 


dirty dishes waiting to be washed, and 
1 rolled up my sleeves, fixed the hot 
water and began to work. I had these 
almost done when another and larger 
lot was brought in from the dining 
room. This proved to be the daily pro- 
gramme. 
1 no sooner had one pile 


washed than others were brought in. 
and 1 was never done. I don't think 
1 ever saw so many dishes before in 
my life, and 1 hop? I never shall aga'n 
There were (50 passengers aboard 1 . 
sides the cattlemen, and six meals 
were served each day. From the 
dishes that came out to be washed, 1 
think that each passenger must have 
used at least sis plates at a meal."—

TO DO AWAY wTfrT SLEEP. 


Strange Experiments Being Conduct- 


ed by Some University Students. 1 
According to a Madison (Wis.) dis- 


patch to the Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune, a very strange experiment ia 
being tried by an organization of uni- 
versity students to lengthen working 
hours. Upon the theory that sleep is 
to a large extent a matter of habit and 
can be lessened by proper care of the 
system the members are trying to re- 
duce sleeping hours to a minimum con- 
sistent with continuing health. The 
organization is not in the nature of a 
secret society, but it has been working 
quietly in order to get the best repre- 
sentatives among the students from 
the various courses of college work. 


The experiment was at first begun 


In the Iowa university, and, while It 
does not appear to take on the charac- 
ter of an intercollegiate organization, 
the Wisconsin members have organ- 
ized along the lines of the Iowa univer- 
sity club. The theory upon which the 
members are working is to get such 
control over the body as to keep part 
of the system at rest while the other 
part works; in other words, avoiding 
unnecessary waste of vital energies. 
Thomas A. Edison, the great inventor, 
is the expositor of this theory. 


The method, as is given out, Is to 


lessen the sleeping hours gradually and 
so accustom the system to It by de- 
grees. The extreme limit fixes rest at 
not more than four hours a night, thus 
lengthening the working day 
three or four hours,

in fact, this number will be limited 
only by the transportation facilities, 
and in anticipation of the rush boats 
by the score are being built or char- 
tered by the several transportation 
companies of the Pacific coast. On 
most of the boats sailing at an early 
date the passenger and freight facili- 
ties have already been taken up by 
the eager argonauts. 


All the information here given has 


been secured by interviewing many of 
the best informed people who have re- 
turned from the wonderful camp. It is 
the general opinion that Cape Nome 
Will be a world beater, because it has 
ell the advantages thet go to make up 
a great gold field. These advantages 
are easy of access, large extent of 
ground rich in gold, shallow claims, 
plenty of water, and the gold in such 
a condition that a large amount of it 
can be saved at. little expense. Nome 
possesses all these and more. 


Nome is on trie coast, and can be 


reached by boats from Puget sound 
ports in 12 days, but not earlier than. 
the latter part cf May. 


There is striking similarity of the 


Nome placers with the early California 
placers. They are shallow, rarely ex- 
ceeding five feet to bed rock, and the 
ground can be easily and rapidly pros- 
pected and worked. It is estimated

At 
the meeting several business men were 
presc-nt who talked very strongly in 
favor of the system and it is believed 
that the scheme will be carried out.

before a special town meeting which 
will be held January 12 at 7.30 p. m, in 
the opera house. The meeting will be 
for the purpose of discussing the mat- 
ter and to learn how the citizens feel 
in regard to the matter.

The squadron, 
iii fact, has over 30 of these guns, but 
there Is reason to believe that the 
brigade succeeded in the almost super- 
human task, without adequate appli- 
ances, of taking to the front one or 
more 6 inch quick firers, each weigh- 
ing, without its mounting, over seven 
tons, an instance of what naval sea- 
men can do. The Central News' Lady- 
smith correspondent credits them with 
this feat. The Powerful and Terrible 
carry 24 of these guns, which, in army 
phraseology, would be known as 100 
pounders, and doubtless some means 
were found by Captain Lainbton to get 
one or more of them ashore and to the 
front. It may even be that he received 
word from General White of the ur- 
gent need for guns that could over- 
power the 40 pounders which the Boers 
have used with such terrible effect. 
There is no doubt that the brigade also 
has with it some 12 pounders, and ad- 
ditional naval guns have since been 
sent to Ladysmith.

naval brigade of apparently moderate 
proportions was landed at Simonstown 
under Commander A. P. Ethelston of 
the Powerful and at once entrained 
for the north, evidently proceeding to- 
ward De Aar Junction, which Is 500 
miles from Cape Town. 
Apparently 


this force left the train at or near De 
Aar Junction and divided, with the In- 
tention of assisting in the defense of 
Cape Colony where it abuts on the Or- 
ange Free State territory. One detach- 
ment was reported recently to have 
passed through Naauwpoort, an Impor- 
tant railway junction on the route from 
Port Elizabeth to the Free State and 
connected also with De Aar. It was 
believed that this detachment of blue- 
jackets and royal marines, which was 
commanded by Major John H. Plumbe 
of the Royal Marine Light Infantry, 
•was bound for Colesberg, a town near 
the Orange river, the boundary be- 
tween the Free State and Cape Colony. 
There being no railway or other com- 
munication between this point and La- 
dysmith, except by a roundabout route 
through the enemy's territory, this 
force is evidently still assisting in 
guarding the part of Cape Colony that 
abuts on the Free State. 


During the fighting at Ladysmith a 


second naval force made its appear- 
ance at the dramatic and strategical 
moment and with Its guns silenced 
the powerful weapons with which the 
Boers at a long range were seriously 
harassing the British troops. 
This 


naval force, of about 500 men, is under 
the command of Captain the Hon. 
Hedworth Lambton, who evidently has 
,with him sufficient heavy 'guns to 
prove a great source of strength to 
General Sir George White. 


Captain the Hon. Hedworth Lamb- 


ton is. an officer of distinction and 
without doubt a future admiral of the 
•fleet 
He may be said to belong to 


the corps d'elite of naval captains. The 
third brother of the present Earl of 
Durham, he joined the royal navy at 
the beginning of 1870. 
His earliest 


and most notable service, was seen 
when he acted as flag lieutenant to Sir 
O. Beauchamp Seymour, 
afterward 


Lord Alcester. on the battleship Alex- 
andra, in 1882. 
He thus came to be 


present at the bombardment of Alex- 
andria on July 11, was at Tel-el-Kebir 
and served. In fact, throughout the 
whole war with so. much distinction 
that, besides receiving the Egyptian 
'medal with two clasps, the khedive's 
bronze star and the third class Medji- 
die, since changed to tbe second class, 
he was promoted to commander after 
only four years' service as lieutenant, 
a rare honor. He afterward served 
In the royal yacht and from it was 
promoted to captain in 1889. 
Promo- 


tion has come to this officer swiftly, 
with the result that now he is near the 
head of tbe list of captains and within 
measurable distance of obtaining his 
flag. In June, 1894, he became private 
secretary to tbe first lord of tho ad- 
miralty and held this cherished ap- 
pointment until the spring of 1897, 
,when he was selected to hoist the 
inaldeu pennant of the cruiser Power- 
ful, the largest and swiftest ship of her 
class in the world. 


There has been some question as to 


the typa of guns which have been tak- 
en by Captain Lambton to the front. 
•Ladysmith is 190 miles from Durban, 
the railway rising gradually from the 
coast until an altitude of 3,285 feet Is 
reached at Ladysmith. This was the 
means of transport which enabled Cap- 
tain Lambton to arrlv* at Ladysmith 
with his guns at a tlm° whdn General 
Whito was apparently despairing of 
silencing me tioer gnus wltu me army 
weapons then at his command. The 50 
or 45 pounders referred to by various, 
correspondents are apparently the na- 
val weapon of 4.7 Inch caliber, which 
fires ten projectiles of 45 pounds weight 
In a minute. As this weapon weighs 
two tons, apart from its mounting, tho 
naval force must have had great diffi- 
culty in carrying it to Ladysmith, even 
with the assistance of tbe railway. 


The Powerful does not mount any of 


these weapons, but, as they form the 
main armament of other cruisers of 
the Cape squadron, no doubt it was 
from one or other of Ur-jtM ships—tb»

<Tbe Only Prisoner Who Ever 


•Bed to Get Out of tb« Great Hn«- 
llsn Prison Tells How He Aeeom- 


. pushed '.he Difficult Feat. 


William Bartlett, s well known Eng- 


lish burglar, is the only man who ever 
effected his escape from Portland pris- 
on, an escape which 18 the original of 
that described in Hawley Smart's 
novel, "Broken Bounds." Bartlett told 
the story of his escape to a reporter as 
follows: 


"The correct details of my escape 


have never been told," he said. "I'll 
tell you what actually happened. In 
1808 I received a sentence of ten years' 
penal servitude. From Pentonville I 
was taken to Portland. It was awful. 
I made up my mind to escape—a feat 
never before accomplished. One day I 
managed to pick up a small piece of 
hoop iron. That seemed like a godsend. 
Every time I had the chance I took 
that Iron hooping with me, and worked 
like a nigger to make it into a saw. 
I 


did it in fear and trembling, for tha 
slightest sound would have betrayed 
me. A stroke of luck awaited me. I 
found a convict who had got a little bit 
of a file. He had no ambition and said 
the file was no good to him. I gave 
him my dinner for it, and with the file 
I was able to complete the saw. Then 
I managed, by working stealthily ev- 
ery evening after I had been locked up 
for the night, to saw through the wood 
flooring of my cell. Every night I had 
to replace the boards, so that the ward- 
ers should not see what I had done. 
Then an awful disappointment await- 
ed me. The space beneath my cell was 
lined with sheet iron; but, nothing 
daunted, I eventually got through that. 
Then I got into an airshaft, and after 
three months' hard work saw my way 
clear to liberty. 


"At last the opportunity came. It 


was a dark night, aacl all was still. 
"VTith my sheets I had made a rope, 
and, as luck would have it, I had pick- 
ed up a piece of wood, called a 'dog,' 
with iron hooks at each end. I put my 
stool underneath the quilt, to look aa 
much like my body as possible in case 
the warders should look in, and then 
'went down the passage it had taken 
me three months' hard labor to make. 
After lifting an iron grating I found 
myself in the open air and managed to 
throw the hooks on my linen ladder 
over a wall. By this means I got on to 
the roof of the officers' quarters. There 
was no one about, and the only sound 
I could hear was that made by my 
beating heart. From the roof I had to 
jump on to the boundary wall, about 
10 or 12 feet distant. I dare say it was 
a bold leap, but you don't stick at 
trifles when you are escaping from 
Portland. 
I made the leap and was 


successful in reaching the^ boundary 
wall. Then I got to the ground by 
means of my linen ladder. 


"Unfortunately the hooks were so se- 


cure that I had to leave the ladder 
where it was, and if it had not bee? 
for that I might have been in London 
in three or four days. As it was, I had 
an .awful experience. While making a 
desperate tug at the ladder I heard 
footsteps approaching, and I rushed 
Into the garden of the grove public 
house. 
I turned round and saw a 


guard looking at the ladder. A few 
minutes afterward shots were fired, 
and a bell was rung. My escape had 
been discovered. Guards were running 
by in all directions; but, unper'ceived, 
I got through the window of the Ro- 
man Catholic chapel and concealed my- 
self beneath the communion table, 
which proved to be something very 
much like a bos. 
I could hear the 


sound of hurrying footsteps all night, 
but no one came into the chapel until 
the next morning, when service wa» 
held there. 


"It was not a pleasant position to be 


In, I-can assure you. A sneeze or a 
cough would have betrayed me, but 
fortunately all went well. But I got 
very hungry. So at the end of about 
33 hours 1 stole out and broke Into the 
Clifton hotel. I there found some bread 
and meat, cheese and tobacco. 
What 


was.^of more consequence, I was able 
to steal a hat and some clothes. With 
the clothing and the food—the sweetest 
food I ever .tasted—I returned to my 
hiding place in the chapel. Out of a 
black coat I made a pair of trousers, 
and put on another of the stolen coats, 
which happened to be made of velvet 
The food I divided into six portions, 
and for six days I was concealed be- 
neath that communion table. 
There 


were frequent services, and, what was 
still worse, the priest used to come 
In at night for private devotions'. 


"At last I had more than enough of 


It and broke into the priest's house 
with the objec-t of obtaining some mon- 
ey. I could find none, however. There 
was some silver plate, but that was of 
no use to me. I obtained a white stole, 
however, and with that made some- 
thing resembling a shirt. Feeling now 
fairly confident as to my appearance, 
I walked down the road and saw a 
milkman, who I afterward found gave 
information about me. At a little place 
19 miles from Portland I concealed my- 
self In a field. Two men came in 
blaekberrying-, and I had to get out 
They asked me where I was going. I 
said to Blandford. 


"They volunteered to show me the 


way, but we had not gone very far 
before we met two police Inspectors. 
They asked me to go Into a public 
house and give an account of myself. 
They were particularly anxious td 
know if I had a mark on my right ami. 
Sce:ng the game was almost up, I tried 
to dash through the public house, but 
It was no good, and I was collared. I 
.was afterward sentenced to eight 
years' penal servitude for the burglary 
at the CP'tna hotel" — London Tele- 
graph.

A HIDEOUS CREATURE TO CONTEM- 


PLATE IS THE OCTOPUS. 


The Snakelike Way In Which It At« 


tacks Its Victim* and Endeavor* to 
Crush Them In Its Slimy and WrltU- 
lus Teataeles. 


Seeking: Relief In Work. 


Many English women who have the

One of the most disagreeable animals 


of the sea to bundle or contemplate is 
the octupus. The tangle of arms, the 
snakelike 
movements, the 
strange 


flashes of color, the green glittering 
eyes, are all features that arouse a 
strong feeling of aversion on the part 
of the observer. I have had under ob- 
servation several octopl at the Santa 
Catalina aquarium, and it has been in- 
teresting to note the characteristic fea- 
tures of the various individuals. In a 
small tank were confined three indi- 
viduals having a radial spread of per- 
haps 18 inches. One affected a light 
yellow hue and was timid, sulking be- 
hind a rock. Another, of a dark reddish 
cast, was continually flourishing its 
tentacles, rising and falling on the sida 
of the glass until an observer nick- 
named it the "skirt dancer." A third 
was almost black, and was a vindic- 
tive fellow, ready at any time to make 
an attack. When I introduced my hand 
Into the tank, this octopus would 
as quick as a flash send out one 
long attenuated tentacle and 
coil 


about it; then if an advance was made 
it would suddenly release Its hold upon 
the rock and quickly encompass my 
hand with its eight arms, pressing the 
round serrated disks into the flesh 
while a tremulous motion would be 
felt.

smother the hand witli its folds, : - the 
tentacles were distended to their ut- 
most limit. 
To hold the hand firm 


under such circumstances required 
some effort, and I confess when It was 
first attempted, with a Florida epecl- 
men, 
I beat a rapid and decided re- 


treat; but in the latter case I waited 
to see if the animal's object was to 
bite, knowing that the bill of so small 
a specimen could not make a serious 
wound. But the octopus merely pressed 
Its mouth on the back of my hand, ap- 
parently trying to intimidate the sup- 
posed enemy. While fastened to the 
hand, it still held to the rock, and It 
was with difficulty released. When I 
remained quiet, the animal began to 
creep along like a huge spider, but at 
the first movement of my fingers It 
pounced upon my hand again, envelop- 
ing it in the eight snakelike arms. I 
finally twisted out of its grasp and 
seized it firmly by the body, when its 
rage became intense. Flushes of color 
passed over it in rapid succession; now 
red, black, yellow and when at the 
height of its anger it was mottled and 
splashed with black—a frightful crea- 
ture. It made a desperate effort to es- 
cape, but when released ejected a cloud 
•f Ink, darting off rapidly under its cov- 
er. .This octopus resented any intrusion 
and advanced to the attack at once. 
When a strange octopus was placed in 
the tank, although much larger, it came 
out of its corner without hesitation, 
eyed the newcomer a moment, then ?n 
some incomprehensible way hurled it- 
self at the enemy, and in a second the 
two were rolling: over and over in a 
contest that was amazing to witness. 
The 16 tentacles wound about each 
other with the rapidity of light, and 
both animals ejected the inky fluid 
from their siphons. They resembled 
a ball of snakes rolling along and 
striking at each other more than any- 
thing else. A close examtnation of the 
writhing mass showed that the object 
apparently was to smother the oppo- 
nent. Finally, the newcomer beat a 
retreat; It was badly wounded and suc- 
cumbed a few hours later. 


The octopus is a favorite subject 


with popular writers on natural his- 
tory, and many accounts have been 
written of Its ferocity, which art al- 
most Invariably csnied by naturalists; 
yet I am Inclined to think that In some 
Instances certain individuals are more 
or less pugnacious. I have handled 
scores of them from the gulf of Mexi- 
co and California and observed only 
one Instance—the one cited—where the 
animal deliberately rushed to the at- 
tack, though I know of two others. 
One was observed by Mr. Ralph Ar- 
nold, a geologist of Pasadena. He was 
wafling among the pools at low tide 
at Point Ban Pedro when suddenly he 
heard a cry, and, turning, saw some 
children in a pool, wading, and moving 
toward them a large octopus, its long 
arms raised above the water. Whether 
the animal would have attempted to 
attack them Is a question, as it was 
Interrupted in a more or less violent 
manner. 
A resident of Washington 


told me that once when visiting the 
shore he was advised l:r -^ fisherman 
with Mm to avoid the pools and when 
It became necessary to cross them to 
pass over :is quJckly as possible,- as 
large octopl frequented them. He con- 
nidcred this the exaggeration of a fish- 
erman and paid but little attention to 
it; but once (p crossing a.DpaLjte

THEFOECEOFWAVES. 


GENTLE 
ROLLS OF WATER THAT 


HOLD A FEARFUL POWER. 


Croon* fraa on th» 


Which Wreck VeMeU on Calm 
Dar>—The>« Swell* BtHlc* With a 
Fore* of a Ton t* the Kaoture Inch. 
Manjr visitor* to the coast are sorely 


puzzled when a boatman either refuses 
to put off from tie shore, or at most 
go far from land, on a day when there 
Is no sign of an approaching storm 
and the water is only moved by a long 
and gentle rolling swell. 


Argument is of no avail, and if the 


old salt Is pushed for a reason he will 
only reply with some cryptogramlc re- 
mark about "the ground sea," the 
questioner then retiring more bewil- 
dered than before. 


It is hard to understand how such a 


gentle swell can presage danger, but 
to experienced eyes it gives a warning 
that must be heeded. AH along the 
west and parts of the south coasts of 
England and Ireland, as well a« the 
west coast of Scotland, uncounted 
tales are told of ships which on a per- 
fectly calm day have been within a 
few hours first caught by a gentle roD 
of the water and finally thrown on a 
rockbound 
shore by the dreaded 


"ground sea." 


To understand this curious marine 


phenomenon It must be borne in mind 
that out on the Atlantic waves are of- 
ten formed to a heigh of 40 feet Driv- 
en before a heavy gale, these advance 
at a rate of from 30 to 40 miles an 
hour. Traveling at such a rate, they 
soon get out of the wind swept 
area. But even though, for them, the 
storm Is past they still roll on in fury, 
their undulations often being felt 500 
miles from the point of their creation. 


In the region of the storm these 


waves are fierce, breaking billows, but 
as they get farther away they settle 
down into long, rolling ridges, which 
travel onward in long, unbroken lines, 
perfectly parallel with each other. 


Out on the open sea these ridges of- 


ten stretch out for a distance of over 
80 miles, and they travel in threes, 
each successive wave being larger 
than its predecessor. The sight is an 
Imposing one. 


The farther they progress the small- 


er they become In height, but this ig 
compensated for by the fact that their 
motion is communicated to the mass of 
water below, until the roll can be de- 
tected fully 50 feet under the surface. 
This gives them the name of "ground 
sea." 


In this peculiarity their danger lies, 


for when a becalmed ship Is caught in 
them, her draft, the resisting power 
that enables her to ride out a storm, 
becomes the fulcrum which the liquid 
mass uses to hurl her onward to de- 
struction. 


On a calm day any sailing craft 


caught m the "ground sea" near a 
rocky shore is as good as lost, unless a 
wind can spring up and enable her to 
beat out to sea. Many a ship has met 
this fate. The reason many more do 
not get lost is due to the gentle swell 
that so deceives a landsman and warns 
a sailor. 


As the "ground sea" advances it 


pushes a certain amount of water be- 
fore it 
This also forms Into ridges, 


like its pursuer, but of less height and 
approximately no depth. 


The "false sea," as it is called, is lit- 


tle more than a rolling swell, but it 
gives a warning of from 20 minutes to 
two hours' duration, enabling a ship 
to either run Into port, get out to sea 
or securely anchor; while at the sea- 
Bide resorts the boatmen run close in 
shore to the surprise of the ''trippers." 


When It is remembered that a wave 


20 feet high, which is often attained by 
the "ground sea," strikes with a force 
of one ton to the square Inch, the ne- 
cessity for caution will be recognized. 


All waves that come In parallel 


ridges, however, are not dangerous, as 
there is a "wind billow" that is closely 
allied to the "ground sea" In appear- 
ance. 


"Wind billows" are due to a heavy 


wind blowing but a few miles off the 
land, but as they have had but a com' 
paratJvely short distance to travel they 
have no dtpth. Consequently even a 
rowing boat is perfectly safe on them 
If properly handled. 


These waves usually appear when 


there is a comparative calm near the 
shore, their great polut of difference 
from the "ground sea," In appearance 
being that their unbroken lines are 
nearer and are all equidistant, not 
traveling In threes. 


Generally the "wind billow" does not 


break Into foam, but occasionally this 
happens when they are coming in 
against the tide. Then It is hard to de- 
tect them from ordinary waves, the 
product of a local windstorm. 
These 


always break Into foam at their crest, 
the "white horses" of the marine pot«. 


KememDering these peculiarities of 


the various waves wl'l save tourists 
considerable disappointment when wis- 
er heads bid them keep to th° land, 
for, to them, no apparent reason, while 
It may keep them from rushing into 
unknown dangers. One other fact Is 
also worth/ of mention, as It may 
prove of advantage should a boat drift 
out to sea with an inexperienced crew 
and no compass aboard. 


Then, if a "ground sea" Is "running," 


set your mind at ease, for you can 
steer by It as. on the English and 
Irish coasts at least it always comes 
from the northwest—Pearson's Maga- 
Eine.

Held in Clarksburg. Series of Three 


To Be Completed Today 


The second of the three required 


farmers' institutes under the auspices 
of the Hocsac Valley Agricultural so- 
ciety for this year was held yesterday 
m Clarksburg. The meeting was held 
in the town- hall and the attendance 
was ?ood for the town. E. W. Gleason 
was chairman, and J. O. Sanford o£ : 
Stamford, a member of the Vermont I 
state board, of agriculture, was the 
chief speaker. 
, 


His subject A\as "Profitable farming," 


and his address was a very practical 
one, in which he detailed his points 
with figures and facts. Ha took up the 
question of what the farmer should get 
in the form of proiit f»m a model acre 
or an acre oi land used for raising 
certain kinds cf ciops, and treated in 
the most 
appio\cd and 
economical 


manner. He sa,re as a fair profit from 
an aero planted with potatoes $40, and 
planted wit'n Loni $30. He emphasized 
the noed of the introduction as rapidly 
as possible of the most improved me- 
thods, and a speedy breaking away 
from old fashioned arid slip-shod me- 
thods, which have ruined tlie profit 
in many New England farms. He a'so 
spoke at seme length on the use of 
silos, in. which he advocated their use 
by the farmers as an economical means 
of utiiizng land for the raising of feed. 


His address was followed by a dis- 


cussion in which E. W. Gleason took a 
prominent part, speaking on the sub- 
ject of better farming. He spoke of 
the need of economy and Improved me- 
thods, following up the points made 
by Mr. Sanford. 


Marshall H. Ford of this city, treas- 


urer of the agricultural society, talked 
on milk as a product. He spoke from 
his long experience as a dairy farmer, 
and told what might bo done better 
than many farmers were accomplish- 
ing in the way of economy and great- 
er profits. He said that the best me- 
thods coiuld not be learned by the study 
of theories, but must be worked out by 
each farmer to meet his own condi- 
ditions. 
/ 


The third and last of these institutes, 


which the society is required to hold 
in the year in order to secure the 
bounty from the state board of agri- 
culture, will be held this afternoon in 
Cheshire. N. B. Baker of Savoy, for 
some time a member of the state 
board, is the chief speaker, his subject 
being4 "Gypsy moths." It was also 
hoped to bave Mr. Sanford present this 
afternoon.
